The attcdance this afternoon was 
much larger than at either of the 
meetings yesterday or this morning. 
Ev ery seat was taken, standing room 
was at a premium, and the door and 
east end of ‘the corridor was packed 
with people.

closed 
this ev ening after one of the most suc­ 
cessful meetings ev er held by the as­ 
sociation. 
Mr. Agee, the instructor, 
is an able talker all who heard him 
were more than pleased with his talks. 
All went off well and ev eryone cor- 
tributed to make the institute a suc­ 
cess. 
The corn, fruit and pastry exhibit 
was good.

In addition the county clerks' 
report that there are fourteen insane 
jiersons in jails and 108 at home or 
with friends, making a total of 4992 
insane reported—2362 in the Central, 
1035 in the Northern, 8 20 in the East­ 
ern and 775 in the Southern.

Lexington, Ky.. Jan. 21.—As a pre- j 
caution against threatened v iolence, j 
the police took James 
Piersall 
to 
Louisv ille last ev ening. He is charged 
with a series of four desperate crimes j 
early Friday morning. 
After break­ 
ing into two houses in the last of 
which he beat Mrs. R. L. Jones insen­ 
sible following a terrific struggle, the 
negro entered the home of C. T. Wag­ 
oner in the same locality, shot him 
twice and criminally assaulted Mrs. 
Wagoner. 
The negro was identified 
by Mrs. Wagoner late in the day near 
her home. 
Wagoner is shot through 
the lung but may recov er. 
Intense 
excitement followed these series of 
crimes and the police and citizens 
scoured the surrounding country for 
the negro brute. 
Piersall was cap­ 
tured near the city limits. In his pos­ 
session was lound a bloody pistol and 
his clothing and shoes were wet and 
bloody. The shoes fit the tracks found 
at the three houses and on them was 
mud containing cinders sinilar to that 
in the Wagoner yard. 
A long scratch 
on his face appeared to hav e been 
made by a fingernail. 
After being identified by Mrs, Wag­ 
oner the negro was immediately taken 
to the local jail aud later remov ed tr 
L o u isv ille for safe » » cepiug. 


Some of the latest bills introduced 
in the Indiana State Legislature are 
interesting 
inasmuch as 
they will 
effect this part of the State. 
Dr. M artin 
W. 
Yencer, 
Wayne 
county’s representativ e in the legis- 
latnre, Monday introduced a bill ap­ 
propriating |5,500,000. payable during 
the next six years, for the building of 
public roads, to be under the direction 
of State commissions, who will re­ 
ceiv e $3500 a year expenses, $500 ex­ 
pense money, $2000 per year tor an as­ 
sistant, $1500 for a clerk and also a 
salary for a stenographer. 
It prov ides 
that the State shall pay two-thirds of 
the cost of ev ery road constructed, 
the county and township to pay the 
other third in equal shares. 
A bill aimed at the bucket shops, 
has been introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Will Wood, of 
Tippecanoe 
county. 
The prov isions of the bill 
apply equally to buyers and sellers, 
describing 
the 
contracts, made by 
them as gambling contracts, and there­ 
fore nnll and v oid. 
The penalty pro 
v ided for each operation is a fine of 
$50 to $1000 aud one year’s imprison­ 
ment, at the discretion of the oonrt. 
Senator Ganirad introduced a bill 
Thursday placing restrictions on the 
establishment of priv ate banks. 
It re­ 
quires that all persons desiring to start 
such institutions shall file applications 
with the State auditor, giv ing the 
name, location and capital to be in­ 
v ested. 
It J prov ides that all 
State 
hanks shall be inspected each year by 
a State inspector. No bank, under the 
bill, shall hav e a capital stock of less 
than $10,000. 
The bill for Sunday base ball, intro­ 
duced in the Honse recently, 
will 
hav e a friend, when it is slightly 
amended, in William Mortorn, chair­ 
man of the Committee on Public mor 
als, to which the bill was referred.

po lice hav ing fo rced the printers to 
remain at wo rk until the paper ap­ 
peared. 


8t. Petersburg, Jan. 21.—The strike 
priest. Father Co po n. is go ing fro m 
assemblage to assemblage addressing 
the wo rkmen. 
It has been decided to 
ho ld a great mass-meeting fro m all 
quarters o f the city in the palace 
square at 2 p. m . to mo rro w, disregard­ 
ing any o ppo sitio n o n the part o f the 
autho rities ev en by armed fo rce. 
The 
strikers hav e agreed to attend the 
meeting unarmed, say ing they are no t 
willing to meet v io lence with v io lence, 
and declare they wish the empero r 
wo uld see them and hear their peti 
tio ns. 
Father co po a has undertaken 
to head the pro cessio n in clerical garb 
and carry ing a cro ss. 
The strikers 
say they are ready to die in fro nt o f 
the palace, but insist o n being heard 
by the empero r himself 
The fo llo w­ 
ing is the text o f the strikers’ petitio n 
to the empero r: 
“Sire—We, tbe 
wo rkmen, 
inhabi­ 
tants o f St. Petersburg, o f all classes, 
o ur wiv es, children and indigent par 
enta, co me to y o u, o ur so v ereign, ask 
Ing fo r pro tectio n. 
We are po o r, per­ 
secuted. burdened with labo r bey o nd 
o ur strength. 
We are inaulted. treat­ 
ed no t aa men but as slav es who o ught 
to bear their cruel fate in silence. We 
hav e 
suffered, 
but 
we 
are 
being 
plunged deeper in the mire and de­ 
priv ed o f o ur rights. 
Uninatructed. 
stifled by destitutio n snd injuatice. we 
are perishing. 
We hav e no strength 
left. 
Sire, we hav e arriv ed at the ex­ 
trem e limits o f endurance; we hav e 
reached the terrible mo ment when 
death is to be preferred to a co ntinua­ 
tio n o f o ur into lerable sufferings 
We 
hav e left o ur wo rk and info rmed o ur 
emplo y ers that we will no t resume un­ 
til o ur demands are co nceded. 
We 
hav e no t asked much; we hav e asked 
but fo r means o f iv eliho o d. witho ut 
which life is a burden and labo r co n­ 
tinual to rture. 
Our first request is that o ur m as­ 
ters 
sho uld 
inv estigate 
o ur 
case. 
They hav e refused 
We hav e been de­ 
nied the right to put fo rward o ur 
claim. It being held that auch right ia 
no t reco gnized by law.’’ 
After referring to the eight-ho ur day 
and o ther po ints in their case, tbe pe­ 
titio ners say :

o f the peo ple o f the wo rking classes

ft were 
better that we sho uld all perish we 
wo rkers and all Russia

After making these demands the pe­ 
titio n co ncludes as fo llo ws: 
“There, 
aire, are o ur principal needs, aatisfac 
tio n whereo f can tree Russia fro m 
slav ery and miaery , make her pro sper­ 
o us and enable wo rkmen to o rganize 
in defense o f their interests against 
tlie capitalist explo itatio n and o fficial 
ro bbery , which are stifling the peo ple. 
Order and swear they shall be satisfied 
and y o u will make Russia happy and 
glo rio us and inscribe y o ur name fo r­ 
ev er in the hearts o t o ur peo ple and 
their po sterity , while sho uld y o u re­ 
pulse and reject o ur pray er we will 
die In this square befo re y o ur palace. 
We hav e no where else to go . 
Only 
two paths are o pen to ua, either to ward 
liberty and happiness o r to the grav e. 
Sho uld o ur liv es serv e as a ho lo caust 
fo r suffering Russia we shall no t re­ 
gret tbe sacrifice, but shall bear it 
willingly " 
It ia said that the great demo nstra 
tlo n planned fo r Sunday , with its un­ 
limited po ssibilities fo r an o utbreak, 
will no t be permitted to take place. 
It la also repo rted that Father Go po n, 
the leader o f the wo rkmen, has been 
quietly spirited away fro m his bo dy ­ 
guard and « aken into custo dy , in fur­ 
therance o f tbe plan to diso rganize the 
elements 
that are 
threatening the 
peace o f tbe city . 
The who le Indus 
trial center Is idle. 
All the textile 
mills and ev ery printing o ffice in St 
Petersburg are clo sed. 
One electric 
light plant and o ne water plant hav e 
shut do wn, and o v er 100.000 men are 
o ut. 
The nerv o usness and dread o f 
what tbe next few day s might bring 
fo rth was increased by repo rts that 
the wo rkmen o f Mo aeo w. Kieff. Khar 
ko ff. Klshineff and o ther large cities j 
in the interio r might jo in the mo v e 
ment. While the go v ernment and em 
plo v ers tempo rized the telegraphers j 
and railro ad emplo y es threatened to i 
jo in the walko ut, paraly zing the co m 
muni cat io ns o f the co untry . Many fo r j 
eigners are preparing to send their 
families abro ad. 
Ev ery newspaper in 
St. Petersburg has been fo rced to sus 
pend publicatio n, o wing to the strike 
The priest Geo rge Go po n is an in 
terestlng perso nality . 
He is ido lized 
by the wo rkmen, who since the begin 
nirg o f the strike, hav e furnished him 
with a bo dy guard. 
He has been ac 
co mpanied ev ery where by a sco re o f 
Izv o schlks and has no t been sleeping 
at hia o wn ho me fo r a week fo r fear 
o f the v ery co ntingency o f arrest by 
the po lice, which is repo rted to hav e 
already happened.

Indianapolis, Jan. 21.—Robert Ran­ 
dall. who threw the Jolted Mine Work­ 
ers* convention into confusion by mak­ 
ing the sensational charges that John 
Mitchell had sold out the Colorado 
strike to the coal companies, the Pea- 
bodyites and the Parryites, has been 
expelled from the convention and the 
organization. 
The resolution expelling him was in­ 
troduced by John Walker, floor leader 
of the Socialists, who made an emphat­ 
ic speech denying that the action and 
charges of Randall should be charged 
to the Socialist movement as a whole. 
The resolution, and the practically 
unanimous vote of the convention fol­ 
lowed a statem ent by President John 
Mitchell that either he (Mitchell) or 
Delegate Randall should not be in the 
convention.

that exact higher rates for transport­ 
ing cattle and hogs than for carrying 
livestock "products” to Chicago from 
points west, northwest and southwest, 
including Missouri river points and 
South St. Paul.

Great W estern and other railroads en­ 
gaged in this traffic.

holds that the discrimination is not 
Justified in any way and subjects the

We were a crew of twelve men in 
the brig Neptune, bound from Liver­ 
pool to Charleston, and Captain Doyle 
was married and brought his wife on 
board on the day of our sailing. He 
was an easy going man, and from the 
bour of ber coming aboard she took 
m atters into her own hands. After we 
had sailed she was all over the ship, 
giving orders bere and there and de­ 
manding obedience, and it wasn’t a day 
before everything was at loose ends 
and the brig in nobody’I charge. She 
had never been to sea, but she announc­ 
ed that she was boss and would have 
things as she wished, and the week 
that we' put in before anybody dared 
bead a mutiny was a strange episode 
in a sailor’s life. 
We were eight days out when the cli­ 
max came. Every man of us went aft 
and demanded of the captain that his 
wdfe Ihj suppressed. He certainly real­ 
ized that everything was at loose ends 
and that never had a peaceful ship had 
greater confusion aboard, but be had 
no promises to make. He was as clay 
In the woman’s hands. When we had 
stated our case she let fly her temper, 
and of all the tongues possessed by wo­ 
men hers wagged the fastest and pour­ 
ed forth the most bitterness. 8 he even 
went so far as to bring the captain’s 
pistols from the cabin and beg bim to 
shoot us down. 
W hat we finally did, though the wo­ 
man threatened us with a revolver ev­ 
ery minute, was to lower away the 
longboat, stock ber with water aud 
provisions and abandon the craft. The 
mates and the stew ard refused to leave 
the brig, and if the Weather held pleas­ 
ant the four men left could work her 
into port or hold on until some passing 
craft lent them aid. 
Twelve hours after our leaving the 
ship and heading for the Azores a gale 
came down on us from the south, and 
we had to turn and run before it. 
At 
daylight next morning we found our 
selves within a mile of the Neptune. 
Short handed as she was, she had been 
obliged to run before the same gale, 
and she had lost a topmast and beeu 
otherwise banged about. 
As soon as 
she made us out we were signaled to 
close in and come aboard, anti in the 
course of half an hour we found our­ 
selves on her decks again. 
The cap 
tain met us more than halfway, say­ 
ing that his wife should have no more 
to say and that he would not enter the 
incident in his log book, and, though 
the woman was on deck with him, she 
had nothing to say, good or bad. 
We turned to after breakfast and got 
things shipshape and put the brig on 
her course. 
For three days we made 
fine runs and everything went well 
aboard. On the morning of the fourth 
day, however, the captain’s wife broke 
loose again. 
She gave her husband a 
long and vigorous blessing and then 
turned on the mates, and before she 
got through every one on board had 
come in for a bit of her tongue. 
Her 
language to the first mate was resent­ 
ed, and w hat did she do but bring out 
a pistol and fire a bullet into his leg. 
It was mutiny over again. When we 
saw that things were worse thau be 
fore ami that there was no hope for 
betterm ent we took to tile longlxmt 
again. 
The second mate and steward 
W’ere with us th ’s time, and the chief 
officer would have been but for his 
wound. We got a piping gale from the 
east and went drifting off before IL 
Our drift continued for over fifty hours, 
aud at times we gave up all hope, but 
the gale broke at last, the sea went 
down, and after a run of four hours 
what craft should we fall in with but 
the brig we had twice abandoned. 
We 
ran down to her, scarcely able to be 
Move our eyes, and walking her quarter 
deck as coolly as if nothing had hap­ 
pened was Hie same term agant of a 
woman. 
As the captain was not in 
Bight we lay off and on. not s»*eing our 
way clear, but presently the woman 
came to the rail and called: 
••Get aboard here, you villains, and 
get to work! Tile captain is ill and the 
mate laid up with that bullet I gave 
him, and. though I'm a determined wo­ 
man. I cannot sail this brig to Charles 
ton by myself.” 
The sea looked mighty wide and the 
brig very Inviting, ami the result was 
that we tumbled aboard. We got the 
brig on hor course, cleated up the 
decks, anil then came the question of 
w hat was to happen when we had sail­ 
ed her into port. We had twice been 
guilty of mutiny and abandonment, and 
no m atter what excuses we might urge 
the lawyers and the courts might get 
us Into a pretty pickle unless we had 
some guarantee in advance. 
A messenger was seut to the captain, 
but the conduct of his wife had not on­ 
ly worried him into a fever, but in one 
of her ebullitions of temper she had as­ 
saulted him and inflicted such injuries 
that he was ashamed to appear on 
deck. He was ready to promise us im­ 
munity, but she would not let him set­ 
tle the m atter. She declared that she 
would prosecute the case to the last 
court and that none of tis should escape 
prison, and after talking the m atter 
over we decided to take to the long­ 
boat for the third time. When this de­ 
cision was told her she replied:

H ow T h ey S hou ld Be S trop p ed and 
T a k en C are Of. 
The average man who shaves himself 
dnesii’t know bow to take care of his 
razor, despite all the advice that lias 
been given to him In the public prints 
from time to time, says a writer in the 
St. Louis Globe-Demoerat. 
He will get a good razor and use it 
day after day, then wonder why at the 
end of a short time it loses its edge. 
even "though he strops it most careful 
ly. 
A razor needs brief intervals of 
rest or it will grow dull, no m atter 
what efforts are made to keep it sharp 
If you have a good razor, and it ap 
pears to be losing its edge, just try a 
rest for it instead of having it sharpen 
ed up again. 
The chances are thai 
when you put it into use again at the 
expiration of three or four days it will 
prove as sharp as if it had been care­ 
fully honed. 
A man who shaves himself ought to 
have at least two razors and use these 
on alternate mornings: then, if his ra­ 
zors are all right, he will have but lit 
tie trouble with them. It is also possi 
hie to strop a razor too much. It should 
not be stropped for more than half a 
minute before shaving, and care should 
be taken never to boar heavily on tin- 
strop while doing this. Let the razor 
rest lightly on the leather, and the l>est 
results will lie gained. 
After finishing a shave strop the rn 
tor once more for a few seconds, and 
this will insure a much better condi­ 
tion for it.
